•OHIO curious adventures, and is surrounded 
by ttrange circumstances, but none could 
well have been in a worse fix than wo wero 
aboard of the Duchess. 


Tha question of what we could or should 


do bad been narrowed down very materially. 
The hull was not much damaged, and wo 
knew that it could never sink with those 
barrels aboard. We hauled the corpses out 
of the way, covered them with a spare sail, 
and then every man was at liberty to do as 
h» pleased. All discipline was gone, and as 


whatever else to do, ns tho weather continued 
fair and tho men slept all tho night and a 
good sliaro of tho day. I will now give somo 
extracts from tho diary I k»pt and havo over 
since preserved: 


"Sixth Day—Not a sail has been sighted 


since our accident. All well. From tho sot 
of tho wind and currents I am certain we 
havo drifted a long way to tho east—out into 
mid orean. 
We start the pumps twice a 


day." 


"Eleventh Day—Wo havo been drifting to 


the northeast for tho last threo days. No 
sign of a sail yob. Pebbles, able seaman, ia 
quite ill" 


"Fourteenth Day—Pebbles died yesterday. 


It was a great shock to us, as no one thought 
him seriously ill. Ho went off very quietly, 
and his death nmkcsall uneasy.

driftin ; to tho west, toward tho coast." 


"Eighteenth Day—Hansom, able seaman, 


died la-,t night Ho had been helping him- 
self to tho contents of the modicino chest, 
and it is believed ho poisoned himself. Wo 
are on;y threo now, aud Waters is broken 
down. Wo aro drifting down tho coast, as I 
make out." 


"Twenty-first Day—Waters and the stew- 


ard were both missing this morning. I havo 
hunted tho brig from end to end, and as they 
cannot bo found I believo they ended it by 
going overboard during tho night. Tho boy 
woeps all the time, and refuses to hopo for 
rescue. 
I thought I saw a sail early this 


morning, but was not sure. It is only by tho 
greatest effort I can keep my spirits. Wo ore 
drifting seaward." 


"Tw< nty-soventh Day—1 have been all 


alone for three days, tho boy having gone 
overboard. Thero nro times when I wont to 
follow him. I made out a distant sail yes- 
terday. But for that I should havo ended it 
last ni{;ht. I would give my right arm to 
hoar tljo sound of a human voice. Wo aro 
drifting to the east very fast." 


"Thirty-first Day—Rescued this morning , 


by tho whaler Lucy and Jane of tho United ! 
States after a drift of a full month, during 
which time, ns computed by the captain of 
tho whaler, tho bulk has drifted 1,500 miles. 
Only ono sail sighted in tho whole time."—

The Effect of Grass Diet. 


Any horse should have a rest of a few days 


when first turned to gross, but after it has 
become used to the new diet it may bo worked 
carefully. - It should be driven slowly, for it 
will heat up rapidly, and as it cannot get 
rid of tho water in its system by evaporation 
fast enough it will sweat profusely. If it did 
not it would die. The horse fed grain, and 
full of fever and congestion, %as no water in 
its body, comparatively, and of course it can 
stand hard usage. The truth is, cows and all 
animals would freeze in winter if they were 
in the same physical condition they are in 
summer—when fed on grass. While this is 
true it is nevertheless a necessity that all 
animals should have this renewal, which the 
succulent foods of tho summer bring about 
so well Tho city man who cannot spare his 
team wisely buys bunches of clover or green 
rye for his horses, which actjasan antidote to 
remove fever and helps a little.—New York 
Graphic.

How Ho UlipiMed of Cunoi of towunllc* 


In th« Army. 


Ill his "Reminiscences of Abraham Lin- 


coln'1 Brhuyler Colfar 
naiJ: No 
man 


cloihed with such vast powrr ns Abraham 
LincoL'i over wielded it moro tenderly and 
moro forbearing. 
No man holding in his 


bunds tho key of life and death ever par- 
doned so many oll'endcrsand so easily. Them 
wore from time to time, of course, instances 
of cowardice in tho nriny in tho face of tho 
enemy—u ciimo justly punishable by the 
laws of war throughout tho world with 
death. In tho earlier years of tho war all 
tho death jwnnlties of court nmrtJial had to 
bo sent to the president, as coiiiinander-in- 
chief, tor bis approval. When Judge Holt, 
tho judge advocate general of tlio army, laid 
tho first case before tho president nnd ex- 
plained it, ho repliod: "Well, I will keep this 
a few days until 1 have moro timo to read 
tho testimony." That Boemcd quilo reasona- 
ble. When tho judge explained tho next 
case Mr. Lincoln said: "I must put this Ly 
until I can settle in my mind whether this 
soldier can better serve the count ly dead 
than living." To the third bo answered: 
"The general commanding tho brigade is to 
bo here in a few days to consult with Stan- 
ton and myself about military matters; I will 
wait until then and talk tho mutter over 
with him."

Tho toolmaker, whoso office is very import 
ant, works at one end of tho room; tbo first 
lathe cuts out tho button with the desired 
circumference, regulated by a series of 
gauges, tho work being passed

others for tho rim and so on. Two womtn 
wero drilling tho four holes of tho buttons 
this being done by taking up each ono and 
subjecting it to the action of tho four pronged 
horizontal drills, doing their work witl. re- 
markable def tncss and rapidity. Tho bu -.ton, 
so far na ita form coes, is finished. It now 
remains to do tho polishing and dyeing. In 
another room aro half a dozen hexagonal 
joxes revolving in an atmosphere of dust. 
They contain tho buttons which ore now 
being polished by tbe action of some hard 
Towdor, which la placed with them in tho 
boxes. Thero is a secret in every trade, and 


fancy that tho contents of tho mixture with 


which tho buttons aro eventually stained 
are not divulged to tho world.—Boston Her- 
ald. 


The Ocean's Wealth. 


Seldom or never lias the enormous impor- 


tance of the harvest of the sea been more 
forcibly represented than It was by Professor 
Huxley in tho address which be delivered at 
tho International Fisheries exhibition some 
years ago. An acre of good fishing ground, 
ho pointed out, will yield moro food iu a 
week than an acre of tho best land will in a 
year. Still moro vivid was his picture of 
tho moving "mountain of cod," 120 to 130 
feet in height, which for two months in 
the year moves westward and southward past 
the Norwegian coast. Every square mile of 
this colossal column of fish contains ono hun- 
dred and twenty million fish, consuming 
every week, when ou short rations, no fewer 
than eight hundred and forty million her- 
rings. The whole catch of tho Norwegian 
fisheries never exceeds in a year moro than 
half a square mile of this "cod mountain," 
and one week's supply of the herrings needed 
to keep that area of cod from starving Lon- 
don might be victualed with herring for a 
year on a day a consumption of tho countless 
shoals of uncaught cod.—True Flag. 


Balling Coyotes for Thoir Scalps. 


Somo Lake county cowboys lassoed two 


coyote*, ripped off their scalps and let them 
go. Tho scalps were passed iu and the 
county paid the prescribed bounty on them.

The Notorious Whitechapel Suspect and 


His \\aya and Mariners. 


TumMety has tumbled to himself, and the 


detectives are "onto him" in America. 


But be isnt "Jack the Ripper," the White- 


cbapel murderer, by a long tumble. 


Neither is he tho accomplice of Dr. Black- 


burn, who was accused of a conspiracy to in- 
troduce yellow fever into northern cities; 
nor is he an accomplice of Wilkos Booth, or 
of Guitcau, though he has been accused of 
all these and many other bad things. The 
very curious fact about Tumblety is that he 
is two totally different men; that in, he bos 
lived two totally distinct lives, and there are 
two irreconcilable histories given of him, 
each by witnesses who are positive they are 
correct. 


This much, however, is certain, that he 


has sought notoriety persistently in many 
parts of the United States and in England, 
and has finally got altogether too much of it

one makes him the sou of a poor laborer, 
born in Canada and reared in Rochester, N. 
Y., with very little education; the other, 
which is direct from ono of his former inti- 
mates, makes him tho son of a wealthy Irish 
gentleman in Dublin and a well educated 
physician. 


In 1800 ho was an "herb doctor'' in Cincin- 


nati and made lots of money/though he pri- 
vately confessed that all his pills, powders 
and tonics were made of tanbork. He cured 
everything, from tetter and pimples to cross 
eyes and Bright's disease, and had many cer- 
tificates of his success. He attended high 
mass at the cathedral, and was preceded to 
the service by a colored page in gorgeous 
livery, carrying a big prayer book iu a vel- 
vet covered stand. This scandalized the wor- 
shipers and the "doctor" was requested to 
worship less ostentatiously or go elsewhere. 


He spent tho early years of the war in 


Brooklyn, where bis odd dress and the im- 
mense dog which accompanied him on the 
streets attracted much attention. His inti- 
mate companion there was young Harold, 
the same who was with \Vilkes Booth after 
assassination of President Lincoln and was 
hanged for it. Several years later he was on 
associate in New York of Charles J. Guiteau, 
who murdered President Garfield. At the 
close of the war ho was arrested on a charge 
of complicity with an attempt to introduce 
yellow fever into New York, and he still 
claims that tho authorities robbed him of 
several thousand dollars in United States 
bonds. 


He calls himself "Doctor Francis Tum- 


blety," and though the oddity of the name 
suggests that it is assumed, be has been 
called by it ever since he was first known in 
America, though tho Rochester witnesses 
think it was there spelled Twombletey. His 
*'herb doctoring" finally became unprofitable 
in America; so he went to London, located 
near the W hitechapel road and for a while 
did a big business. His oddity of manner, 
dress and speech soon made him notorious as 
the "American doctor"; but he enjoyed no- 
toriety and turned it into money, till the 
Whitechapel horrors caused a general over- 
hauling of suspicious characters. 


He talked a great deal about the butcher- 


ies, dropped mysterious hints and was ar- 
rested—probably what he wanted—but it 
proved unprofitable, for tho Lonilou courts 
mado it very expensive for him and put him 
under bail for 81,500 as a fraud and sus- 
picious character. He forfeited his bail, fled 
to France, and early in December came to 
New York, traveling very light in the mat- 
ter of baggage. He is a tall, dark, queer 
looking man, with, a regular hussar mus- 
tache, and certainly has had rare luck in ac- 
quiring notoriety.

Pianos Difficult to Tune. 


In tuning pianos I fiud most of them easy 


to put in good shape, but there are some very 
difficult to tune. The reason of this is the 
improper ratio in the length of the strings, 
which, to give perfect harmony, must have a 
regularity of lengt'j and thickness. This is 
especially required in the sharps. 1 remember 
a peculiarly striking instance, which will 
show why some pianos always sound liko tin 
pans. The firm I was with had brought into 
the house an old piano. One afternoon, not 
having anything to do, I tuned it. After 1 
had put every note into tho proper pitch, I 
found that tho harmony had gone to pot, and 
I could not get a decent tune out of the keys. 
Then I had to tune it all over for harmony, 
and let individual notes take care of them- 
selves. The next afternoon the other tuner 
for the Louse, without thiuking about the 
harmony, struck a few notes on tho piano 
and found tho strings out of tune, just as 1 
had done. He started in to put the instru- 
ment into shape. He then found the harmony, 
lacking, and had to tune the old thing over 
again. The ratio of length of the string; 
had not been preserved in the manufacture. 
Many of the cheap pianos of the present day 
aro defective in this respect, and will never 
remain long in tune.—H. A. NiclmusiuGJ&bo- 
Democrat.

Many persons in passing up the river Del- 


aware, when opposite Burlington Island, 
express their admiration of its beauty, and 
wonder that it has never been built up with 
handsome villas. 


Perhaps a sl.ort history of the occupancy 


and settlement of the Island in "ye olden 
limes' may be interesting lo your readers 
who h we lived within sight of it for many 
years, but have never learned its history. 
An interesting account of the early settle- 
ment of the Island by the whites, ca.ii be 
found in the Pennsylvania Magazine, Vol. 
10; aUo in Davis' History of Bucks County 


The Island was in possession of the Indi- 


ans previous to 1G16, when we find from the 
history of the Delaware river, lliat in that 
year tliree Dutch traders started from Fort 
Nassau, Albany, to explore the Delaware, 
down,which they traveled to the mouth of 
the Scliuylkill, stopping at the islands to es- 
tablish trading posts with the Indians. They 
were made prisoners by the Minquas, but 
were attcrwards ransomed by Captain Hen- 
drickson, who gave in exchange for them 
blankets, beads and kettles. 
The Indians 


held possession of the Island until 1G77, 
when Governor Andros, of New Jersey, au- 
thorised Sheriff Cantwell lo parchasc all the 
land below the Falls, including the islands. 
The Indians refused to sell until they were 
paid tho balance due them for lands sold at 
the Falls. The Governor ordered an inves- 
tigation to bo made, when it was found that 
the balance due was five guns, thirty hoes, 
and one anchor of rum. 
He ordered the 


claim settled at once, and there wa- no fur- 
ther trouble. 


These same Indians were part of the tribe 


that won settled near Crosswicks, amongst 
whom were many of the Delawares. 
They 


sold all their lands in New Jersey to the Gov- 
ernor, and removed to Northern New York. 


the island. 
They left Middlctown Harbor, 


N. J., haviNg reached there on a sloop from 
Long Island. They traveled through the 
woods piloted by the Indians, nnd reached 
the Delaware at Leasy's Point, N. J., oppo- 
site the upper end of the island, stopped ot 
the house of one Peter logon, and the next 
morning crossed over to Burlington Island, 
and then to tile mainland, jnat above Bris- 
tol. 
He says lie and his friends were taken 


over in Indian canoes and the lioises swam 
over. 


Among the earliest acts of the Legislature 


of Pennsylvonia was one to confirm this 
island tq Burlington, the rents and proceeds 
to be applied to maintain a free school for 
tho education of the youth in said town. 


In 1711 the Legislative Council of New 


Jersey passed an act authorizing Lewia 
Morris to take up the island for Ihe Hon. 
Robert Hunter, who purchased it the same 
year. It was surveyed, and found to con- 
tain 400 acres. The inhabitants of Builing- 
ton brought suit against Hunter to recover 
possession, and he was dispossessed in 1720. 


In 1722, when Governor Burnett, of New 


York, occupied the island us a country seat, 
he had vistas cut through the woods, up and 
down the river and across from the creek to 
the river. In the olden times Ihe people of 
Burlington and Bristol made it a place of re- 
sort for recreation. 


In 1830, Col. \\m. R. Johnson, of rotors- 


burg, V,a., the Napoleon of the Turf, visited 


Ihe island wiri n. vi-w of purchasing it for 
the purpose of cst Wishing a race course and 
a stud faini.

It was a good thing for Burlington, but a bud 
investment for the syndicate, as they sold it 
after holding it over thirty years and laying 
out considerable money in improvements 
for $11,000 to a company who accidentally 
discovered a led of moulding sand, said to 
be the very best for heavy castings that has 
been found in any part of the country. 
Judging from the number of vessels and 
barges we sec loading there during the 
boating season, we infer that the purchase 
has turned out to be a profitable invest- 
ment. There was for many years a valuable 
shad fishery on the wist shore, which tho 
freshet of 1841 destroyed.

decoction in tho cavity of a hollow tooth 
Dr. Gretchinsky considers his experiments 
proved decoction of buckthorn to bo a re- 
liable means for mitigating sucli dental pain 
as depends upon inflammation of tho pulp. 
He recommends the decoction to bo made by 
boiling 100 parts of the bark in water suffi- 
cient to yield 200 parts of the strained liquid 
and adding ten parts of brandy. Another 
writer attributes tho anodyne action to tb« 
powerfully astringent properties of tho de-

jumped in. Tho police found his coat by the 
reservoir, but they thought that he merely 
left it there as a "blind" to nid him in his 
escape. The water was drawn from the 
reservoir and bis body was found to the sur- 
prise of everybody. It was evident that he 
bad mado a desperate struggle for life when 
be found himself drowning.

An old book, to bo sure, as books go now, 
ten years old; but juicy, nnd like a juicy 
apple or peach, tho sun sweetened it.

By means of a 
balcony or a bayed window or a veranda 
almost all rooms can got connection with tho 
eolar Ixjanis, But what of the thousands who 
live where there is neither a clear, sunny sky 
iicr a breath of fresh air and no morning- 
only a dirty mixture of night and day for- 
ever! I am talking now to you who read 
Tbe Globo-Demoerat, and who fret and brood 
over a thousand ills and ten thousand more 
fancied ills, and aches and pains, while the 
Great Physician makes you a free visit 
nearly every morniug of every day of tho 
year. Open your blinds. Let your carpets 
fade. Faint your cheeks with well warmed 
blood. Greet tho morning at sunrise. Get 
iu lovo with the sun as tbe beautiful boy fell 
'in love with the moon, then you will know 
what it is to be well and happy. I will tell 
you what we need—a society of American 
women who are pledged to riso with tho sun, 
and spend at least oue hour of each day in 
tho sunshine.—Mary E. Spencer in St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

FAMOUS KENUJyORTH. 


Glance at a Castle TVhoe Glories liar* 


All Depart*!. 


Tbo feudal glories and regal pomp of Kenil- 


worth castle have long sin»e passed away; 
the ivy climbs the fast decaying walls, within 
which princes and baror» caroused and 
entertained, and where t,i> good "Queen 
Bess" mado that mcrnoruite visit, during 
which hat! not the noble hist—Dudley, earl 
of Leicester—been already (blessed with a 
wife in the person of fair ^tny Kobsart, the 
maiden queen would hare niade him her con- 
sort 


Tho castle, though it must t» called a rnln, 


is In some ports very wellpreserv«d. Cffisar's 
tower, however, is tbe only remaining vestige 
of the original fortress built by Gedffrey de 
Clinton, and though the most ancientt is per- 
haps tho strongest and most perfect fart of 
tbe castle now standing. It owes its name to 
no particular circumstance, the appellation 
of Ceesar being frequently bestowed on build- 
ings raised in the vicinity of Roman an- 
tiquities. Of the three kitchens but little le- 
mains, though they must have been of im- 
mense size. One oven still remains intact, 
but all else bos crumbled into dust. To* 
great hall, or banqueting room, was built by 
John of Gaunt, and is in very fair preserva- 
tion. 


Tho Fleasanco must not be overlooked. It 


was a favorite walk of*Queen Elizabeth's, 
and commands a maniflcent view of the kike, 
and here, crouching among the shrub's, tree* 
and flowers which grew in such luxuriant 
profusion, tbe queen found the unhappy Amy 
Robsart. The postern gate by wbicb Amy is 
supposed to have gained admission is still to 
be seen, though tho Pieasance itself is now an 
orchard. Mortimer's tower, which is almost 
a complete ruin, was doubtless named after 
Mortimer, earl of March, tbe paramour of 
the wretched "queen" of Edward II, who 
spent bis time here in gay revelries and 
in plotting treason while his bgpless sover- 
eign languished in a dungeon. Sun's tower 
was probably built by John of Gaunt, as it 
resembles many other edifices which, are 
known to have been erected by him in to* 
Duchy of Lancaster. 


Not far from the castle ore the mint of 


Eenilworth Priory, once the domicilo ot 
the Black Canons, and erected by Geoffrey 
de Clinton at the same period as the castle. 
During the attack on Kenilworth castle by 
Henry III the priory sustained considerable 
damage from tbe lawless and extortionate 
demands made upon it by the soldiers. *It 
appears, however, to have soon regained it* 
prosperity, and possessed considerable power, 
till the dissolution of monasteries in the reign 
of Henry VIII.' Now its Gothic archway* 
are crumbling into dust—the cloisters can be 
distinguished only by a few moss grown 
stones, the old chapel, which once resounded 
with tbe pious monks' melodious voices, i* 
silent, save for tho tinkling of a sheep's bell 
or tbo cry of some wild bird, and all th» 
walls aro overgrown with a tangled mass of 
ivy.—London Cor. San Francisco Chronicle.

A Scheme for Harbor Defense. 


According to a report in somo of tho Phila- 


delphia newspapers, a largo company, backed 
by millions of dollars, has proposed to the 
secretary of the navy a striking and possibly 
effective scheme for tbe defense of that har- 
bor and the harbors of other cities from the 
attacks of an enemy's fleet by shooting 
ignited petroleum at the unfriendly ships 
from tho bottom of the river and burning 
them up. The rear admiral has been directed 
to study closely the harbor of Philadelphia 
and its approaches. The petroleum defense 
scheme, the originators of which have in- 
duced the government to make this prelimin- 
ary examination of the Philadelphia harbor, 
is a brilliant one in more respects than one. 
A company has been organized at Washing- 
ton to develop the plan and to show its prac- 
ticability. 


It is proposed to sink perforated iron pipes 


in tbo river bed and the approaches to tb» 
harbor, through which petroleum can be 
forced to tho surface of the river by machin- 
ery and at a high pressure. In this way a 
fierce stream of blazing oil can be sent down 
on the enemy's fleet to destroy it or drive it 
away. It is claimed by the projectors that a 
flame can bo produced iu this way as high as 
a ship's mast, nnd sent with terrific force on 
the attacking vessels many miles from the 
point where tbe oil is supplied to the system 
of submerged pipes. Iron vessels could not 
pass through this lake of fire, because it could 
be made to extend many miles along tha 
river.—Scientific American.

A DRAFT FOR FIVE MILLIONS. 


Why tlie Prince of Wales nnd Emperor 


William Are Not Good Friends. 


An interesting story is told of the Prince 


of Wales by a special correspondent of tho 
New York Staats-Zeitung, who has deemed 
it important enough to send by cable, and 
claims that it comes from an authentic 
source. Of course, the name of the Prince 
of Wales is not mentioned, but the disguise 
is BO thin that nobody can help seeing who li 
meant at once. It appears that during the 
last days of the sojourn of the then Crown 
Prince Frederick William in San Remo tha

lier than of tbe ancient knight, went to San 
Remo to request the noble patient to liberate 
him from a bitter embarrassment by indors- 
ing a draft for live million marks—a debt of 
honor. Induced more by reasons of his rela- 
tionship than from an economical motive, the 
crown prince acceded to the prince's request 
The crown prince then became emperor, tho 
emperor died, and immediately thereupon the 
five million draft became due. The maker of 
the draft, that is the Prince of Wales, had 
made no provisions for the payment of it, but 
the young emperor (William II) declared that 
he would not allow the property of his 
mother—sister of tho Prince of Wales—to be 
attached for this purpose, and that was th« 
last of it, notwithstanding the pleading, then 
the indignation and the threats of the Prince 
of Wales, who for that purpose had (pent 
several days at that tune in Berlin. 


In this emergency of the royal gambler tbe 


Count Wilhelm Redern, the son of the chief 
chamberlain of the emperor who recently 
died, iu a most involuntary way came to bis 
assistance. In a continued session of ecarte 
with the Prince of Wales it is said Count 
Redern lost all that he called his own; at least 
the draft, with the indorsement of the crown 
prince, was immediately afterwards cashed.
